has been raised toward the $140,- 
000 needed to put this city over its 
quota of $300,000. 
The residential 
drive will probably produce $50;- 
000, 
leaving $90,000 yet to 
be 
pledged. 
The drive in the busi­ 
ness district tomorrow will 
in­ 
crease the total considerable, but 
nothing like the amount needed. 
Business men will have to pledge 
to their limit if the city is to make 
a good showing. 
Olive reported 
today that double the quota had 
been subscribed there. 
Precinct workers today are en 
Rafted in cleaning up their districts, i 
and it is expected that by tonight j 
Chairman Andrews will have a com-1 
plete report from each of the thirty 
precincts. 
Four women are working 
like Trojans in making records of the 
pledges and getting them ready for 
delivery to the postoffice or banks, as 
the individual pledgors expressed pref­ 
erence for in pledging for future pur­ 
chases. 
It isn't skiddoo for precinct 23, for 
this was the banner precinct up to 
noon. 
P. H. Norton and A. H. Theal 
are the captains and their total is 
$4220. 
Precinct No. 2, with John W. 
Norton and F. P. Nickey as captains, 
is second, with $3505. 
F. W. VVeisse- 
man and Charles Heil, captains of pre­ 
cinct No. 3, are third, with $3010. 
C. E. Hilton and Roy Bogardus, who 
worked the south half of precinct 
No. 29, made a fine record. 
Their ter­ 
ritory was south of Fairview to Edin- 
ger street and from .Main to Bristol. 
There are nineteen fam ilies in the dis­

tw enty-one 
pledges 
were 
taken. 
The total of the pledges was 
$1123. 
As has been the case of former 
drives for war securities, there nre 
many who should go into the slacker 
class in not doing what they could 
and should have done in pledging, and 
still others who are abundantly able 
to subscribe liberally who have done 
nothing. 
The latter are being tabu­ 
lated and their names will be given 
to a special com m ittee, unless they 
volunteer subscriptions. 
The War Saving Council is now con­ 
sidering the advisability of publishing 
the list of purchasers and pledgors 
and the amount of stam ps they have 
purchased or obligated them selves to 
buy before the end of the year. There 
are many men in this community who 
have vast sums of money out at inter­ 
est and whose wealth will reach into 
five and six figures who have abso­ 
lutely refused to take any portion of 
stamps. 
The stamp issue limits the 
individual purchase of War Stamps 
to $1000 and for this reason it is nec­ 
essary for everyone w!ho can pur­ 
chase them to do so in order that the 
city may reach its full quota.

THE FINANCIAL GIANT 


All fears regarding the financial disturbances 
likely to attend the payment of the nation's income 
taxes proved to have been unfounded. 
More than 
$}.0oo,ooo.ooo, twice as much as the government s 
total receipts for last year, three times the country’s 
entire interest-bearing debt before the war, four 
times our annual pre-war government expenses, as 
much as the total internal revenue receipts for seven 
normal vears, was transferred from the nation’s purse 
to the federal treasury without causing a single 
financial ripple. 
In Xew York City alone payments amounted to 
about $800,000,000. 
Ordinarily tile withdrawal of 
so much money from the banks all at once would 
have been expected to cause a panic on the stock 
exchange, with a perilous tightening of the money 
market and soaring interest rates. 
Nothing of the 
sort happened. 
I he crucial day. June 15* came and 
went, like any other day. 
The president of the larg­ 
est bank in America remarked, with interest, that 
the record-breaking payments made through his bank 
were not even mentioned in his hearing by any em­ 
ploye. 
They were taken as a matter of course. 
The whole thing w a s an impressive demonstra­ 
tion of the financial resources of the American people 
and the s o u n d n e s s of our financial system. 
The 
United States today is not only a military hut a bus­ 
iness giant, hearing the most tremendous financial 
burden ever assumed bv any nation or group of 
nations, and doing it with amazing smoothness and 
ease. 
After this, we need not be afraid of any fiscal 
undertaking whatsoever. 


SAVING LOST SHIPS 


A factor in the shipping problem that is entirely 
new to most Americans is revealed in a recent an­ 
nouncement from London. 
\\ e have thought of 
ships sunk by the U-boats as definitely lost. 
There 
has been some talk of the possibility of salvaging 
many of them after the war, but such an enterprise 
has not been generally regarded as very practical at 
present. 
Now we are told that the British govern­ 
ment has been doing this very tiling right along, with 
surprising success. 
In the last -three and a half years more than 400 
ships sunk by the Germans have been floated in 
British waters and restored to the allied merchant 
fleet. 
During the present year the work has gone 
ahead with better results than ever, owing to im­ 
proved processes. 
There have been 147 ships raised in five months 
This is an average of nearly 30 ships a month, and 
probably equals about half of all the shipping sunk 
by the Germans in the same period. 
It has been said that there are two ways of 
beating the U-boats—destroying the a s s a s s in craft, 
and building new ships faster than the assassin 
could destroy them. 
We have been succeeding of 
late with both of these methods. 
Now we must 
recognize a third remedy— saving the lost ships, 
it 
amounts to a virtual resurrection. 
Every ship sal­ 
vaged is almost as good as a new one. 
I lins we are 
administering a triple defeat to the U-boats. 


WALT WHITMAN ON THE WAR 


Somebody is always discovering Walt W hit­ 
man. ami finding unexpected truths and beauties in 
his work. 
Some of his verses have just been re 
published under the title of ‘'Patriotic P o e m s . ” 
A 
reader might think that the “Good Gray Poet” had 
written them explicitly for this war, and done it hut 
yesterday, instead of composing them half a century 
ago. 
H ow up-to-date, for instance, is this little frag 
m cnt: 


Long, too long, America, 
Traveling roads all even and peaceful, von 
learned from joys and prosperity only: 
But now, all now, to learn from cries of anguish 
advancing, grappling with direct fate and recoiling 
not, 
And now to conceive and show to the wort 
s what your children en masse really are! 


And what finer comment have we had on the 
meaning of our struggle than this? 


Sail, sail thy best, ship of Democracy: 
O f value is thy freight; ’tis not the Present only 
The Past is also stored in thee. 
Thou boldest not the venture of thyself alone 
# not of the Western continent alone; 
Earth s resume entire floats on thy keel, O ship 
is steadied by thy spars. 
W ith thee Time voyages in trust, the antecedent 
nations sink or swim with thee; 
W ith all their ancient struggles, martyrs, heroes 
I epics, wars, thou bear’st the other continents; 
Theirs, theirs, as much as thine, the destination 
port triumphant.- 
Steer then with good strong hand and wary eye 
O helmsman, thou cartiest great companions; 
Venerable priestly' Asia sails this day with thee 
, 
And roy al feudal Europe sails with thee. 


Do not end this day without pledging yourself 
to the sacred duty to Which your president has called 
you— the duty of saving for self and country. 
Keep 
America free by investing liberally in War Savings 
Stamps.

There is an impression that farms are being: equipped 
with modern machinery. 
A statem ent in a children’s 
bureau bulletin, that nearly every farm surveyed in 
Kansas had some type, of washing machine has helped 
to diffuse that idea. 
But in most cases the machinery is confined to the 
male domain, and the Kansas w ashers were emphasized 
because they were an exception to the rule. 
All over 
the country are farm s in w’hich, no m atted w hat the 
advanced state of the farm implements, not one impor­ 
tant labor-saving device has ever been installed to lighten 
the work of the womenfolks. 
There is still the farm where food must be cooled in 
the spring-house a hundred yards from the kitchen, or 
down cellar, where a dozen trips are necessary to get 
and clear a meal. 
The idea of a dumb-waiter between 
kitchen and cellar never occurred to the farm er—and if 
it did it would be dismissed as preposterous. 
The house has no running water. 
Every cupful ^for 
every purpose must be brought in from the well. 
Its 
stove is of the most antiquated type, necessitating the 
burning of wood or soft coal all summer. 
All cleaning 
is done with the broom or carpet beater, and the kitchen 
floor, innocent of linoleum, must be scrubbed on hands 
and knees. 
Probably this farm has two steps up between dining 
room and kitchen. 
The kitchen is in the ‘old part,” and 
when the new part was built on it was built higher. 
Raising the kitchen floor at the same time never occurred 
to anyone. 
Now', stair-climbing may be a healthful exercise. 
So 
may walking. 
But the constant adjustm ent of muscles 
to that two-steps-up between dining room and kitchen 
has laid many ^w om an in the churchyard. It is a strain 
to which no woman’s body has ever become accustomed. 
No man would tolerate it. 
In the pioneer days hardships were necessary. Women 
bravery bore their share. It was right and fine for them 
to do' so. 
But there is no longer any excuse for the 
woman-killing farm. The women do their share find more 
of their share of the hard work of keeping the farm going. 
They are entitled to their share of the labor-savers. 


One frequently hears complaint from an individual 
that he can do nothing, that he is handicapped by his 
environment. 
A difficult environm ent may be likened 
to a grindstone. 
Doubtless the blade complains bitterly 
of the stone, but it is sharpened by the contact. 
Opposition of one kind or another tends to develop 
haracter—if the person opposed has the strength of 
mind to press strongly against it. 
Ingersoll, in his 
eulogy of Henry Ward Beecher, has given us the splendid 
line. “From foiled light leaps color’s frame; the stream 
impeded ha^ a song.” 
A recent essayist says: “ History shows that the men 
and women who have done the most to help the world 
Bong have developed their characters through perpetual 
ontact with inhospitable environm ent.” 
But what of those happy persons whose environm ents 
are favorable? 
Do they miss something, because they 
have not been born in “inhospitable environm ents” ? Not 
necessarily. 
It depends in the analysis on the char­ 
acter of the man himself. 
Roosevelt, for example, was 
bom into a most favorable environm ent; so was President 
Wilson. 
George W ashington’s environm ent was highly 
favorable. 
Inhospitable environment 
bas undoubtedly 
borne 
down many a man who refused to cope with it, and 
others have failed to take advantage of the best of en­ 
vironments, as the failure of many sons of wealthy fam- 
iles show. 
It all depends upon the man. 
But we may be sure 
that no inhospitable environment can ever bear down 
the man of determined will. 
He will make use of it as 


1 builder of character. 
The very impediments in his 
dream will give it a Hbng. 
Don’t complain of your environment. Turn it to good 
use.

heart of one of the best citrus dis­ 
tricts of the United States, is worthy 
of being sent out to where 
it 
will 
reach all citrus growers in all com­ 
munities. 
“You might 
think,” 
said 
Bartle, 
“that all citrus growers realize the 
necessity for fumigation and fertiliza­ 
tion, but it is unfortunately not a fact. 
There are many in every community 
who will ‘see as through a glass dark­ 
ly’ when these subjects are mention­ 
ed, and the first costs of fumigation 
are always more or less of a serious 
stumbling block with them. 
A man 
does not have to be a grower to know 
that success lies in annual fumiga­ 
tion, and a proper amount of fertiliz­ 
ing. 
One need only be an 
observer, 
and I have observed the performance 
of groves for thirty years. 
The men 
who find it difficult, to finance their 
groves each year are almost without 
variation, the ones 
who 
are 
still 
doubtful about the necessity for an­ 
nual fumigation. 
There 
is 
always 
lurking in their minds 
the 
thought 
that perhaps ooe fumigation may be 
skipped with impunity, and it is just 
this chance which they take, which 
causes 
their 
financial 
difficulties. 
Those men who have 
autom atically 
and consistently fumigated and 
fer­ 
tilized each year are the ones whom 
I know to be loaning money and not 
borrowing it. 
I could cite you many 
cases if it were not professionally im­ 
possible to do so. 
“In this semi-trople country we of 
course assume that the grower will 
do an adequate amount of irrigation, 
He knows more about 
the 
‘wilting 
point’ of trees 
than 
he 
generally 
knows 
about 
scale 
infestation. 
If 
trees look ‘clean’ he is liable not to 
investigate further and find the nu­ 
cleus of scale that will cause him a 
loss of crop before the next year. Not 
so with the man who has made a suc­ 
cess of the citrus business. 
He takes 
no chances with ‘clean’ trees, but fu­ 
migates every year. 
“Knowing these facts to be the ba­ 
sis of success, I am always desirous 
of knowing the methods of a rancher 
before talking the business of a loan. 
For there must be a certain amount 
of paternalism in the banker's relation 
to the rancher. Fumigation and fertili­ 
zation are most assuredly the basis 
for loans on citrus property in tjiis 
locality, for on 140 other basis can a 
bank look with favor on that branch 
of the business.”
